ROME, Oct. 5.—(#)—The Brit- 
ish have invaded Greece, landing 
troops by air and sea in the Pelo- 

nnesus, pushing forward rapid- 
y and entering the mn a port 
of Patrai in a triumphant return 
to the scene of their bitter 194] 
defeat by the Germans. . 

At Patrai, third among Greek 
ports, the invasion forces were 
only 70 miles west of the Isthmus 
of Corinth, the narrow neck 
which leads directly to Athens 
and links the Peloponnesus to the 
rest of the Greek mainland. 

The Cairo radio said in a broad- 
cast tonight that the German gar- 
rison to Patrai had surrendered, 
and reported also that British 
landings had been made at Kata- 
kolon on the west coast of the 
Peloponnesus. 


The Ankara radio said tonight 
that the Germans were evacuating 
Athens and the Peloponnesus, 
moving hastily northward but 
hampered by patriot forces which 
were blowing up bridges and 
blocking roads.

Lt. Karrh To Explain 
Duties of Medical WAC 


WAC Lt. Erma R. Karrh will 
be in Atlanta today and tomorrow 
to conduct personal interviews 
with women, from 20 to 50, who 
are going to take advantage of 
“the greatest opportunity women 
have had in this war to actually 
serve humanity.” 

Representing the Medical De- 
partment of the Army, she will be 
here to explain the duties of the 
WAC medical technician. With 
the surgeon general estimating 
that 21,000 women will be needed 
to do such work by the end of 
this year, Lt. Karrh agreed with 
Army hospital authorities that 
here is the “greatest job offered 
to the WAC, not replacing any- 
one, but a vital share in the com- 
ing victory.” 

Technical experience is general- 
ly required, but if the woman 
meets the entrance requirements 
and her education and aptitude 
merit it, she will be given special 
training by the Army. For exam- 
ple, Lawson General hospital is 
conducting a school for WAC stu- 
dents of physio-therapy, after they 
have completed six weeks basic 
Army training. 

These volunteers are reminded 
daily by the boys who are com- 
ing home that the war is far from 
over, and that champagne drink- 
ing and wild celebrating is out of 
place when boys are lying in hos- 
pital beds, hoping to return to 
normal life. 

LAWSON NEEDS WACS 

At Lawson, as at many other 
Army hospitals, servicemen and 
civilian employes are working 
night and day. But there is a cry- 
ing need for WACs to help them 
by serving as technicians in den- 
istry, pharmacy, psychiatry, X-ray, 
surgery, hearing and speaking 
aids, and occupational therapy. 

This is the only branch in which 
women may if they are qualified, 
pick the duty they prefer. It is 
something practical that women, 
married or single, can learn to 
help in repairing broken bodies 
and minds, besides getting valu- 
able training by a postwar job. 
Under the G. I, bill of rights each 
WAC is entitled to veterans’ priv- 
ileges. 

The end of hostilities in Europe 
will only begin the Battle of Amer- 
ica, a battle to ease the long road 
back from shell-pocked battle- 
fields, gaping wounds and shatter- 
ed spirits. And the Army knows 
that tender hands and kind voices 
of the WAC medical technicians 
will make that road easier.

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Stimson Hits 
Demobilizing 
Blast by GOP 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—(UP) 
Sec. of War Stimson today de- 
scribed as “absolutely untrue” the 
assumption—as expressed by Gov. 
Dewey in campaign speeches—that 
partial demobilization of the Army 
after Germany’s defeat would be 
delayed ‘‘to ease the job situation.” 

He told a news conference that 
the speed of Army demobilization 
will be governed solely by two 
factors—the extent of forces need- 
ed to beat Japan quickly, and 
available shipping. 

Except for these two factors, 
he said, the Army ufkiy to dis- 
charge soldiers as quickly as pos- 


sible. He emphasized that “no 
economic or political factors enter 
into that planning.” 

He made the statement in reply 
to a question whether the Army 
“will delay its partial demobili- 
zation in order to ease /the job 
situation”—an obvious reference 
to the Republican presidential 
nominee’s charges, originally made 


in a Philadelphia speech and re- 
peated at Oklahoma City, that the 
administration intended to keep 
men in uniform until jobs could 
be found for them. 

Stimson replied: 

“No, That assumption is abso- 
lutely untrue. 

“There are only two things that 
will affect the speed of demobiliza- 
tion of the Army. One is the mili- 
tary necessity of retaining suffi- 
cient troops in service to quickly 
and permanently defeat Japan. 

“The other is available shipping. 

“Except for these two limita- 
tions, the Army is arranging to re- 
turn those eligible for demobiliza- 
tion as quickly as possible. No

CHUNGKING, Oct. 5.—(UP)— 


Chinese troops, in a desperate 
struggle to retain their last major 

on the China coast, 
checked the Japanese six miles 
east of the port of Foochow after 
seven days of furious battles in 
which both sides suffered heavy 
casualties, and Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek's forces in the inte- 
rior have blocked the main enemy 
drive on Kweilin at a point about 
23 miles northeast of the city, it 
was disclosed today. 

Fighting in the vicinity of Foo- 
chow, which is located a few miles 
from ‘the sea up the Min river in 
Fukien ce, was particularly 
bitter during the past two days, 
a Chinese communique reported. 

Meanwhile, the Chungking high 
command revealed that* all com- 
munication with the heroic Chi- 
nese garrison at Paoching, in Hu- 
nan province, had been cut off for 


two days. .- 
CITY “MASS OF RUBBLE” . 

Paoching, 63 miles west of 
Hengyang and a thorn in the 
northern flank of the Japanese 
drive down the Hunan-Kwangsi 
railway on Kweilin, has been the 
target of weeks of repeated Jap- 
anese land and air assaults, which 
have reduced the city to a mass 
of rubble. 

Japanese troops who broke into 
the town of Changning, 37 miles 
south of Hengyang, early this 
week, have been heavily rein- 
forced and street fighting there 
has mounted to new intensity.

Of Belgrade 


Soviets, Aided by Tito, 
Hurl Germans Back 
On 100-Mile Front 


LONDON, Friday, Oct. 6—(/)— 
Russian troops converging swiftly 
on Belgrade yesterday fought 
their. way through the Danube 
north bank suburb of Paricevo, 
only eight miles across the river 


g:.d marshes from the Yugoslav | 


capital, and Berlin announced 


that upwards of 120,000 other Red 
army men had begun a new of- 
fensive in western Lithuania aim- 
ed at German East Prussia. 


Over-running 50 localities in a 
swift offensive across the rich 
plains between the Danube and 

southern Hungary, Marshal Mali- 
novsky'’s S 
units rolled ‘the Germans back on 
a 100-mile front, aided by a sec- 
ond junction with Marshal Tito’s 
hard-fighting Partisans. 

In the north the Germans said 
the Russians had hurled from 12 
to 14 divisions into the offensive 
west of Siauliai in Lithuania. The 
Russians in this area last were re- 
ported. within 66 miles east of 
German East Prussia’s annexed 
port of Memel on the Baltic. 

The aim of this offensive would 
be to seal off Riga along with the 
entire section of northwestern 
Latvia as a prelude to an invasion 
of East Prussia, whose border 
troops already are being kept 
groggy by Russian punches on the 
east and south. 

Berlin admitted that Russian 
troops invading Saare (Osel) is- 
land off the western Estonian 
coast had hammered out a bridge- 
head on this large island dominat- 
ing the Gulf of Riga. Russian 
seizure of 1,000-square-mile Saare 
would cut the German seaward 
escape route out of Riga in co- 
operation with Col. Gen. Bagra- 
mian’s First Baltic army push 
west of Siauliai. 

In the invasion of Yugoslavia 
north of Belgrade the Russians 
and Partisans were fanning out 
from the big pivot base of Petrov- 
grad, at the center of a long front. 
They were attacking southward 
toward Belgrade’s approaches, 
northward toward southern Hun- 
gery, and westward toward the 
roads and railways connecting the 
tottering German Balkan empire. 

One Soviet column speared to 
within 33 miles of the southern 
Hungarian border and within 43 
miles of Szeged, Hungary’s second 
city. Szeged already is threat- 
ened by other Soviet units attack- 
ing in the Mako area, 15 miles te 
the east. 

The Russians gained almost a 
mile-an-hour during the day in 
their mobile war across the plains. 
Aside from the developing threat 
to southern Hungary the most im- 
portant seizure was that of 
Pancevo, six-way road and rail 
junction eight miles northeast. of 
Belgrade. Pancevo, us of 
the Banat railway sys is con: 
nected with the capitel by a rail- 
way and also ferry, services.

ROME, Oct. 5.—(#)—American 
Fifth Army troops battling yard 
by yard in the rolling mountain 
country south of Bologna have 
won positions just 14 miles from 
that Po valley communications 
center with a one-mile advance 
through tenacious German de- 
fenses, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

In the face of Nazi artillery 
pouring all types of shells at them, 
the doughboys captured Monte 
Venere, a high peak dominating 
the main road to Bologna, won po- 
sitions to the northeast a short 
distance from Monte Morosino on 
the Imola road and in their deep- 
est penetration toward Bologna 
seized a ridge just north of La 
Selva, five miles east.of Highway 
65 at Loiano. 

Just a 1,000 yards south of 
Loiano, an important road junc- 


‘tion, the Americans were engaged 
‘in heavy fighting with Germans 
'who were dug in and using heavy 
artillery. The Américans also took 


Quinzano east of Loiano after an 


‘advance of several hundred yards, 
north of Lagune. 


Yesterday’s widespread ad- 
vances put the Americans within 
11 miles of the old Roman Aemilia 
— running from Rimini to Bo- 


logna. 

Near Rimini on the Adriatic Ca- 
nadian troops fought in artificial 
moonlight created by searehlights 
to gain the last German-held ridge 
overlooking the city. The tough 
Royal Edmonton Regiment ad- 
vanced, sometimes in single, file 
to win the summit in hand-to-hand 
fighting. Four hundred Germans 
were captured. 

Between the Americans and the 
Canadians, British troops  ad- 
vanced to a point one mile north- 
east of Castagno. West of the 
Americans South African units en- 
tered Lagaro on the Prato-Bologna 
road, and advanced to positions on 
the eastern slopes of Monte Vigese, 
a 3,500-foot peak offering a clear 
field of fire on Highway 64 from 
Pistoia to Bologna.

AIRBORNE LANDINGS 

Announced only today by Allied 
force headquarters, the invasion 
was already several days old. It 
began with airborne landings 
which met no opposition, and the 
Tommies ran into fighting only as 
they neared Patrai. 

There they found a German gar- 
rison, believed to be one of the 
few left in southern Greece. Sid 
Feder, Associated Press corre- 
spondent with the invasion forces, 
reported that the German made 
one offer to surrender to the Brit- 
ish, but had not been able to 
come to terms. That was Monday 
—there has been no specific word 
since. 

Up to that point, the invasion 
had been more of the air of a 
triumphant entry than of a mili- 
tary assault. The British soldiers 
were welcomed with wild enthu- 
siasm by the natives, who swarm- 
ed around them with shouts and 
gifts of food, flowers and kisses.

Some of these commando units 
are in the invasion force. plus na- 
val forces, infantry, engineers and 
part of an RAF regiment. They 
landed three days after parachute 
troops had dropped into the west- 
ern Peloponnesus and established 
an airfield where maps said it 
could not be done. Since then, the 
advancing troops have seized the 
Patrai airfield, and may have 
others. ) 

For a fortnight preceding the 
invasion thé airfields, ports and 
rail centers of Greece had been 
pounded by more than 1,100 
American and British bombers in 
an effort to paralyze German at- 
tempts to evacuate the mainland 
and the Aegean islands. 

In addition to this main bomb- 
ing attack, the planes of the Bal- 
kan air force were out dail after 
JU-58 transport planes making 
evacuation flights to the north, as 
well as shooting up communica- 
tions lines to an intense “opera- 
tional strangle” attack which at 
one time was reported to have 
severed the main escape rail lines 


to Germany and left the highways 
choked with traffic.

The train started at last and the sergeant, who had a North 
African and an Italian ribbon on his jacket, hurried in and put his 
nose against the window and waved at the girl as the train gath- 
ered speed and rumbled on out of the station.

To me they seemed to stand out, but 
it was curious to nete that hurrying women, who probably would 
have been very ‘startled if they had thought there was a German 
prisoner about, brushed close by the big one in the field gray- 
greenish uniform of an Elite Nazi corps and never noticed him. I 
think it probably would be easy here, as it was in other cities, for 
a man in full German uniform to walk the streets génerally un- 
noticed. 

‘ They followed the lead guard, docile and calm, into the station 
to wait for another train which would carry them on toward their 
new hospital. No one noted them. They were just men in uni- 
form. For them the war was finished. They had another one to 
fight, tuberculosis. The probabilities were they would lick that, 
as they looked good and would get the best of care. Later they 
would go back to Germany. What they would find, how they would 
think, what others like them would find and think, remained a part

On Juné 8, while still in. England, Capt. McKibben wrote a 
letter t6 his son. It is a letter to be kept and to be read by that 
boy when he is older. It will, undoubtedly, be read many times. It 
is a letter which could well be read by all the little sons of the 
men who are fighting and dying, today, in the faith that by their 
sacrifice their children will grow up in a better world than wé 
have known. 

“Dear Curly Headed Little Boy,” the letter begins. 

“Today I received four letters from your mother. One of the 
letters she wrote for you, saying you would like a letter all your 
own from your daddy. So, though you are not yet two, and there 
are many things you don't understand, daddy is writing this letter 
all to you, 

“Maybe this is a rather serious tone for a letter to a gay young 
fellow iike you, but you will not always be so young or so carefree. 
As the years'roll by they will continuously heap more cares and 
responsibilities upon your shdulders. You will learn that the 
serious and trying times come more frequently than the glad and 
carefree times. So jet us think now a little seriously about the 


years that lie ahead for you, young man—There is a terrible war 


going on now.: We are fighting it so our sons will not have to fight 
another one at some later date, but that is what the mén who 
fought the First World War were told. At any rate, son, I hope 
war is one of thé trying things you will be fortunate enough to miss. 

“. .. There is, of course, the possibility you will have to face 
the world in the years to come without a daddy. So let's face that 
possibility bravely and try to imagine what those first few years 
will be like. First let’s see what is still left on the bright side. 
Perhaps the greatést asset you will start life with is a wonderful, 
brave and true mother. She will stand by you, care for you and 
work for you to the last ounce of her strength and if need be fight 
for you to the last drop of her blood, while you are yet too young 
to care for yourself. She will have the fortitude and strength of 
character to be both a mother and a father to you. She will be 
able to face all the sorrow and all trials of future years as she has 
in the past and still be able to smile at the world. She will do 
everything possible to see that you are properly cared for, well 
trained and educated. You sée—before you were even on your 
way to this world we both saw this possibility and considered it 
seriously—and she said, ‘If worse comes to worst I can still carry 
on.’ So I know she can. 


“And what else do you have? Why—you will 
You Have You still have you! Though now you are not more 
than a little curly headed fellow with a very bright smile you have 
a near perfect little body that is growing stronger every day, until 
one day you will be a healthy young man. Continue to develop 
that bright smile and sunny personality and it will in later years 
do more for you than anything else can. 

“Learn to curb your desires. Develop a sense of honor and a 
character which no man can purchase. Be a well-rounded man by 
developing all your talents. Learn at least something of music, 
dancing, athletics, and learn to enjoy all wholesome fun. Develop 
a sense of humor—be able to laugh at the world when it would 
“irk” you unnecessarily. Develop a strong, clean mind and body. 

“Learn to read a lot but don’t be a bookworm. Learn to speak 
fluently and write well. Someone has said: ‘Reading makes. a 
ready man and writing an exact man.’ 

“Don’t believe all men evil but don’t be dismayed when those 
you have believed in prove false. Remember that mankind can at 
once be God’s noblest creature and the world’s vilest animal. 

“Last and most important of all the thoughts I would like you 
to retain is a consideration of the necessity of Godliness to a fine 
life. Early in life I hope you will learn to look to God for: guidance 
in all things.

Compromise 
Impossible 


The pope recently called atten- 
tion to a new conflict which is 
older than history. yet only now 
has become an issue of paramount 
and urgent and universal impor- 
tance. In some regions it seems 
the old conflict between those 
who have and those who have 
not, but it is a deeper and more 
dangerous conflict of ideas and 
principles. 

The Russian system and the 
American system have much in 
common. The first concern of both 
is the welfare of all the people. 
Both encourage a spirit of easy 
democracy. And the Russian peo- 
ple are much like ours..They are 
progressive and eager to geét 
ahead;:, they think in big terms; 
they are friendly and take for 
granted man’s equality with man. 
They have our standards of de- 
cency and fairness, and even 
those who. have suffered most con- 
demn any abuse of helpless pris- 
oners. | 

The great and fundamental dif- 
ference between us is in our rea- 
son for doing things. This differ- 
ence may not appear in many of 
the Russian people, for numbers 
of them are still religious; but the 
official Russian systém, which 
forms the character of the nation, 
differs from ours as black differs 
from white. 

We do right because it is right 
and we believe it conforms to the 
will of God. That is, we are ideal- 
ists and moralists, guided by con- 
acience, 

‘The Russians may do exactly 
the same thing, but they are not 
concerned with the right or wrong 
of it, for the only morality they 
recognize is expediency. They do 


the right thing because it will 
benefit them. 

Since they deny God, they have 
no measure of goodness except 
the welfare of man. If a thing 
benefits the people, it is right; if 
it hurts the people, it is wrong. 

That wold usually be true in 
America; but whereas we do the 
right thing and it proves benefi- 
cial, the Russians do the benéfi- 
cial thing and believe it right. To 
benefit the wholé people, they de- 
libérately starved millions of rich 
and stubborn farmers. They calm- 
ly “liquidate” people who are a 
detriment rather than a benefit to 
the State. 

They are completely “practical.” 
As they sacrifice themselves for 
the good of “Holy Russia,” so they 
would sacrifice anything or any- 
body. Their code is as realistic as 
that of the bees, who kill useless 
drones and work themselves to 
death, for the good of the hive. 

Though they profess to have 
the same goal, one system is 
based on Christian ideals and 
moral character, and the other, 
having no God but the State, jus- 
tifies any evil that has a desired 
result. The two may live in peace 
by tolerating one another, but they 
can nevér compromise.

Big Service Vote 
To Aid Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON.—Present indications are that 

- the number of service men and women voting in 

% the coming November election will exceed all of 

the earlier expectations. There are now prospects of a sizable turn- 
out in the soldier vote. 

Congress in passing the servicémen’s voting law did everything 


. possible to discourage, rather than aid, the soldiers in casting their 


ballots. Efforts of the administration to obtain authority for a 
simple federal ballot which would insure a widespread participa- 
tion in the presidential and congréssinal élections were defeated by 
a ee of Republicans and states’ rights Democrats from the 
south, 

. It was no secret that the ees ry rage wanted to scuttle the 
administration-sponsored measure for fear of how the soldiers would 
vote. All of the evidence Had pointed to an overwhelming senti- 
mén among the servicemen in favor of retaining Président Roose 
velt as commander in chief for another term of four years. 

And so, the simplified ballot was rejected. The service depart 
ments were put to the task of qualifying the men under 48 different 
state systems. It is a striking tribute to Army and Navy thorough- 
—_ that so many have beén qualified for voting under the circum- 
stances. 

Most of the states report that applications for servicemen ballots 
are pouring in at a far greater rate than anyone would have sup 
posed to be possible. In many of the states the size of this vote 
may easily detérmine the election. 

With this sort of a turn-out in sight, it is all the more impértant 
to speculate on how the soldier vote will be cast. If the 
tial election should be close, it could easily be determi by this 
block of votes, representing the bulk of some 10,000,000 men and 
women in the armed services, * 

The best available information is that our fighting men are still 
predominantly in favor of the fourth term. 

None of the information is official, because both service de 
partments have clamped dewn strict régulations against. taking 
peng polls of those in the service. But it is possible to learn a 
ot by talking to officers and men who continually pour in and out 
of Washington from the four cornérs of the earth, wheré our mén 


are stationed on the various battle fronts. 
The story is always the same. Consistently 


Story the Same reports from these sourcés have it that our 
soldiers and sailors continue to express a preference for thé Presi- 
dent at a ratio of three to oné and upwards. Hardly anyone can 
be found, outsidé of Republican national headquarters, who will 
dispute the figures. 

It is taken for granted in Washington among people who are in 
position to know that so much of the soldier voté as is cast will 
be overwhelmingly for the feurth term. 

But there is also evidence of a bit more tangible form as to the 
attitude of the servicemen. Thousands of the ballots, of course, 
have already been filed in many of the states. Now, these ballots 
are not supposed to be opened until after the election, but some 
of the state officials have been curious enough to take an advance 
peep. What they have revealed has beén a trifle startling. 

n Ohio, for instance, where a batch of the ballots are reported 
to have been éxamined prematurely, Roosevelt is said to be run- 
ning ahead of Dewey at the rate of better than three to one. The 
same story comes m Indiana. 

Obviously, if that is true ef states like Indiana and Ohio, it must 
be equally true of others. 

If this is thé situation—and there is no reason to question it— 
a new factor may be introduced in the various public sentiment 
polls now being taken on the presidential race. Thesé polls, all! 
favorable to Roosevelt, have either ignored the soldier vote entirely 
or have estimated how it will go by using calculations based on 
civilians of similar age groups. 

It must be apparént, therefore, that these calculations must be 
revised upward in Mr. Roosevelt's favor.

EMPLOYMENT PROBLEM 


OWI said there were no accur- 
ate estimates of how many persons 
would be unemployed at any sin- 
gle time during the changeover 
from war to peacetime production.

Calling the “bug” a notorious 
racket which can develop into a 
system of graft and corruption, 
the prosecutor advocated cumula- 
tive punishment as one solution, | 


He also suggested that gasoline 
rationing boards check criminal 
records before issuing coupons, | 
“The boards should refuse to issue 
gasoline to anyone who has been | 
before the courts and convicted 
of lottery charges,” he said. 

“It is the duty of any citizens 
knowing anything at all about 
the ‘bug’ to volunteer the infor- 
mation to law agencies,” the so- 
licitor added. “Information such 
as descriptions of persons inside 
the racket, car licenses if possible 
and the hours when pick-up men 
work is wanted.” 


HITS PLAYERS, TOO 


Boykin also cited a city ordi- 
nance penalizing “bug” players. 
In order to stop the patronage of 
the racket, the recorder should im- 
pose the maximum sentence—$100 
and 30 days in the stockade—on 
violators, he added, and the state 
legislature should amend the state 
law, placing a penalty on the 
player, 

“The rackets cannot and would 
rot exist but for the patronage of 
people who think they are decent 
citizens,” he explained.

Some people who bought sulfa- 
thiazole tablets, they supposed, 
were put to sleep for a wee , be- 
cause the stuff was really pheno- 
barbital, an error blamed on war- 
time working conditions in the fac- 
tory which produced the drugs.

4-pound pot roast, chuck or rump 

2 cups water 

1-4 cup vinegar 

2 cups any red table wine 

1 tablespoon salt 

1-4 teaspoon pepper 

1-2 teaspoon mace 

12 whole cloves 

2 bay leaves 

1-2 teaspoon thyme 

1-2 cup brown sugar \ 

Flour for dredging meat 

6 small onions 

2 lemons sliced 

6 carrots cut in half 

Mix water, vinegar, wine, salt 
spices and sugar. Simmer for 10 
minutes. Place meat in a deep 
pan and pour mixture over meat. 
Cover and let stand in refrigerator 
overnight. Lift meat from liquid, 
dredge in flour and brown on all 
sides in a little fat in bottom of 
roasting pan or kettle.

Take Kinks Out of Posture

Most of the exercise systems are 
good. There are the rhythmic ex- 
ercises that are done to soft lights 
and music. They involve stretch- 
ing, side-bending, and much mov- 
ing about, more or less gracefully. 
They are fun and limbering and 
the business girl who likes a lit- 
tle recreation with her condition- 
ing usually gets her money’s 
worth in these classes. 

Some of the systems stress back- 
bends to counteract the forward 
bending we do all day long. This 
is fine for anyone who has a 
strong back and it is streamlin- 
ing. But so many people seem to 
have one thing or another wrong 
with their back that I am a bit 
wary of too many exercises of 
this kind. Certainly, they are 
not’ to be recommended for those 
with sway back. 

Many corrective exercise in- 
structors favor mat exercises, tak- 
en from a lying down position to 
avoid strain and to cut down the 
energy cost of exercise. Others 
advocate standing up exercises be- 
cause they offer more of a jog 
to the circulation. Some like mu- 
sic, some none, Some of them go 
strongly for thumping and bump: 
ing to exercise the fat. Those tac- 
tics are all right on the padded 
posterior and on the little mounds 
of flesh along the outer thighline 
but the corrective experts do not 
advise thumping one’s legs or 
under-thighs smack against the 
hard floor—it is too near the knee- 
cap, which is fairly easily injured. 

By and large, all the systems 
are good, so choose the one you, 
personally, like the best. Then 
you are more apt to go regular- 
ly. The success back of any ex: 
ercise system is regularity. It 
doesn’t matter too much about the 
type of exercise or the time but 
regularity is essential.

WASHINGTON, Oct: 5.—(P)—The recent wreck of Gov. Dewey’s 
special train in Oregon prompted many inquiries as to how a vacancy 
is filled in event a presidential nominee dies before election day, 
Some inquiries have been directed to the Republican national com- 
mittee and the Library of Congress. 


There is a method for picking 
substitute nominees, but it never 
has been used. The procedure 
is this: The national committee 
of each party is authorized by 
every national convention to fill 
vacancies from death or declina- 
tion either itself or by calling 
another convention if time allows. 

If the committee itself chooses 
a substitute candidate, members 
of the committee are authorized 
to cast the same number of votes 
as their states have in the conven: 
tion. 

The closest either party ‘ever 


came to invoking the routine suc- 


cession resolution, put through 
just before the close of each con- 
vention, was in 1912. 


James Sherman was _ renomi- 
nated that year as the Republican 
vice presidential nominee on the 
ticket with then President William 
Howard Taft. Sherman died Oc- 
tober 30, a few days before elec- 
tion. The party’s national com- 
mittee met hurriedly and decided 
in view of the short time remain- 
ing it would not complete the 
ticket until after the election.
